SKIDDING CARS 


CRASH; 4 HURT 


AT NEW OXFORD 


3 of Injured Are in 
Serious Condition; 
Wet Highway 
Blamed. 


PET CANARY 
DIES IN CAR 


Fairfield Damage 


Large Tree Ofistrmts Main Street 
Traffic; Orchardist Reports 
Loss. 


Four persons were injured, three 
of them seriously, in an automobile 
accident near the Old Mill inn at 
the western edge of New Oxford, I 
about 6:30 o'clock Friday e ven tug. I 
AU were treated at 
the 
Hanover 
general hospital and the more seri­ 
ously injured remained as patients. 
The wet highway was blamed for 
the accident which occurred during 
a heavy downpour of rain. 
A car driven by Hans Haase. 48, 
Rosedale, New York, was traveling 
east at a speed of about 35 miles an 
hour when the car began to skid as 
It approached the Old Mill inn, ac­ 
cording to an account of the acci­ 
dent given Highway Patrolman R 
E. Mathers, of the local substation, 
by the driver. 
The cars skidded toward the left 
side of the highway into the path 
of a westbound car driven by Henry 
A 
Little, 27, 229 East Chestnut 
street, Hanover. 
When Little saw the car coming 
toward him, he quickly applied Ills 
brakes and his auto skidded strik­ 
ing the left side of the Haase car 
with the left front section of his 
own machine. Both of the skidding 
cars were badly damaged. 
Taken to Hanover 
Passing motorists and persons liv­ 
ing nearby extricated the injured 
persons from the wreckage of the 
machines and sent Mr. and Mrs. 
Haase to the office of Dr. Wilbur G. 
Miller. New Oxford, where they 
were treated and then placed in the 
Hanover ambulance. 
After Henry 
Little and Miss Margaret Mason, 
21, only additional passenger in Ills 
car, also had been placed in the 
ambulance, the injured were taken 
to the Hanover hospital. 
The list of injuries announced at 
the hospital follows: Henry A. Lit­ 
tle, driver of one of the machines. 
a possible fracture of the base of 
the skull, lacerations of the head 
and left arm. admitted in a semi­ 
conscious condition; Miss Margaret 
Mason, who also resides on East 
Chestnut street, Hanover, a fracture 
of the left knee cap which neces­ 
sitated an immediate operation at 
the hospital, and cuts about the 
head; Hans Haase, the least seri­ 
ously hurt, lacerations of the scalp, 
left eye and left ann and contusions 
of the chest, and his wife, Mrs. 
Edna Haas, 31, a possible fracture 
of the pelvis, fracture of the nose 
and suffering greatly from shock. 
Both of the wrecked machines 
were towed to the C. A. Bigham 
West end garage at New Oxford. 
Damage was estimated at about 
$500 to the two cars. with the loss 
being about equally divided, 
Canary Killed 
When Patrolman R. E Mathers 
of the local substation was about to 
leave the Hanover General hospital 
late Friday night during his investi­ 
gation of the accident, he was sum­ 
moned by Mrs. Haase to her bedside 
where she gave the officer minutely 
detailed instructions about the care 
and feeding of a pet canary which 
she said he would find in the ton­ 
neau of their car. 
Going to the wrecked automobile 
at New Oxford Patrolman Mathers 
found the cage, a mass of crushed 
and twisted metal containing the 
lifeless body of the canary. 
Mr. and Mrs. Haase had bought 
the canary in Canton, Ohio, and 
were taking it with them to tneir 
home In New York state as they 
returned from a vacation motor trip. 


The wind and rain storm at 6 
o’clock Friday evening in Fairfield 
blew down a ldrge tree at the west 
end of tile Fairfield hotel and partly 
obstructed traffic on Main street for 
some time.

3 DAYS IN PIT, 
2 MINERS SAVED 


Two Companions Found Dead 
As Rescue Crews Reach 
Tomb in Shaft. 


Moberly, Mo., Aug. 22 < AP)—Two 
coal miners—one of them appar­ 
ently little the worse for his three- 
day ordeal- were rescued alive late 
Friday from a gas-filled tunnel in 
which four were imprisoned by a 
mine collapse Tuesday afternoon, 
but death had taken their compan­ 
ions. 
"Here T am. boys—I can take it!” 
cried 50-year-old A. W. McCann, 
oldest of the entombed miners, as 
weary rescue workers wormed their 
way through a debris-packed mine 
shaft into the tunnel prison. 
His living companion, Demmer 
Sexton, co-owner of the mine, was 
sprawled unconscious at his feet. 
Two Others Dead 
The others, Edward Stoner, Jr., 
26, and George T. Dameron, 27-year- 
old negro, were huddled in death at 
the rear of the 200-foot tunnel— 
victims of deadly white damp. 
Dr. John Maddox, tile coroner’s 
son, said Sexton was semi-conscious 
and that he thought "he will pull 
through.” 
Griffith said Sexton was revived 
about thirty minutes after rescuers 
reached him. His lips were swollen 
and closed so tightly rescuers had to 
pray them open before they could 
give him whisky and coffee as stim ­ 
ulants. 
Relays of rescue crews had torn 
at the blocked mine shaft since 
Tuesday, when suddenly fire swept 
the mine superstructure, collapsed 
the shaft and trapped the four 
miners.

man to float across. 
He thinks his 
hazardous plan is possible and that 
he can accomplish it in from five 
to eight days. 
He Is now trying to raise the $12,- 
000 necessary before the venture can 
tnke place. 
He wants a bag that 
will hold 5,000 cubic meters of hy­ 
drogen. 
It would have a basket of 
inflatable rubber so that it would 
float in case it came down on water 
and he wants to take radio and 
meteorological apparatus along. 
Veteran Balloonist 
Dr. Zinner is a veteran at hand­ 
ling balloons. 
He has made many 
ascensions, the most notable from 
Germany to England over the North 
sea and twice over tin* Baltic sea 
to Sweden. 
The German also believes that it 


is ixJssible to cross the North At­ 
lantic from North America to Eu­ 
rope by free balloon. 
'I7iis was 
actually tried twice around 1875 and 
both times the enterprise ended in J 
disaster long before open water was j 
reached. 
But the science of bal- j 
loaning then wasn’t what it is to­ 
day.
